in g out of Ja y Cooke’s failure, and 
the suspension of railroad construe 
tion, the place has since

steady grow th, an d is now the most 
active town on th is line of road.”

The representatives of tile powers 
professed to see in the tentative re ­ 
quest from Moscow for postponem ent 
of Tile Hague conference a last stand 
by extrem ists within the Soviet to 
drive Lenine from power. 
Soviet Russia is being torn by in­ 
ternal strife, which reaches a crisis 
as the date set for Hie conference 
with European powers approaches.

Lenine wins and sends delegates to 
the N etherlands capital, Russia may 
make peace with the world and re­ 
sume relations th a t will render the 
extrem ists powerless to bring about 
m other war.

Marion, 111., June 22.—The mine op­ 
erated by strike breakers of the South­ 
ern Illinois Coal company feared vio­ 
lent labor w arfare, In which two were 
killed yesterday, and which was shut 
down toduy, when hundreds of strike 
breakers who had been employed In 
the pit were conducted 
beyond 
the 
strike zone. 
William J. Lester, president of the 
concern, announced lie would m ake no 
further attem pt to operate with strike 
breakers under present conditions. 
The pit was stormed by a crowd of 
1,500 strikers and sym pathizers late 
Thursday when word was received by 
local union leaders from the United 
Mine W orkers headquarters at Indian­ 
apolis, the union to which the strike 
breakers claimed to belong, was un­ 
authorized and outlawed by the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor. 
Lester conferred early today with 
union heads, and L. G. H unter, rep re­ 
sentative of the adjutant general's of­ 
fice at Springfield. 
H unter came here when an appeal 
went in for troops to quell the riot­ 
ing. 
As far as could be determined by 
close investigation today, 
only 
two 
were dead, Sidney Morrison, a guard, 
who was killed while trying to pro­ 
tect a load of strike breakers, and 
George Hendrickson, a miner. 
Many 
were injured in 
fist fights and by 
stones. 
Crowds of strike breakers composed 
of miners, gathered from surrounding 
towns of H errin, Carbondale and West 
Frankfort. 
H ardw are 
stores 
were 
raided by the crowds to obtain weap­ 
ons and ammunition. 
All fears for 
further disturbances passed, however, 
with the exodus of the strike breakers. 
The mine between Marion and H er­ 
rin has been a sore spot for union 
strikers since they walked out on April 
1st.

T h e United States government has frequently, throughout 
its history, been the victim of swindling operations of truster 
employes. 
These dishonest servants often worded in partnership 
with scoundrels not connected with the Federal service. 
Con­ 
gressman Reavis of Nebraska has aptly remarked that “no crook 
outside ever robbed the government without, the assistance of some 
crook inside.0 
Outsiders have reaped trig gains from cheating 
the government, and the fact that they were tidied by employes 
of the government bas not always developed. But invariably they 
had much assistance. 
Much of our present vast national debt resulted from trans­ 
actions during the war— usually under the guise of contracts. 
The great excitement during that period, the high pressure at 
which everything had to he done, the fastening of tile badge of 
patriotism upon every project and every proponent of a scheme 
having any resemblance to effort for the country’s welfare— 
everything of this kind made detection o fdishonesty difficult for 
even the suspicious, and more difficult yet was any endeavor af 
proving dishonesty was in progress. 
It is of course impossible to reach incompetents now. 
For 
years the country will suffer from their work. 
But the thieves 
inside and outside government service can be punished. 
That is 
the gigantic task undertaken by Attorney /General Daugherty and 
the Department of Justice. 
Mr. Daugherty is now giving all his 
lime, with the aid of a corps of eminent attorneys, to running 
these thieves down. 
No aid which the country can give to such 
undertakings should be spared.

T h o se Democratic leaders who are indicating that they rec­ 
ognize Woodrow Wilson as the national leader of their party are 
probably guided by sympathy rather than reason. It was Wilson- 
ism that caused the great Democratic slump in 1918 and 1920, and 
it cannot be expected that the men who left the party them will 
go tuck to it so long as Wilson or anyone upholding Wilsonian 
policies as the recognized spokesman of the party. 
If such smalJ-ealibred presidential aspirants as the loquacious 
“Jimmy” Cox were unceremoniously sat down upon and a man 
like Grover Cleveland, for instance, would come to the fore as a 
prospective candidate for President, there might (be some chance 
of their recording a normal party vote, which wo ii Id still be less 
than a plurality.

Average Speed of More Than 
‘ Forty Miles an Hour. 


Fortunately, Their Velocity and Power 
Are 
Materially 
Reduced 
as 


They Near the Shore. 


When tim wind hlmvs fiercely most 
dwellers 
in 
towns, 
particularly 
in 
those near the sea, think of them­ 
selves what a stormy time our ships 
and sailors must he having, says a 
writer In a London paper, according 
to the Montreal Herald. 
Storm-waves around the shores of 
these Islands frequently have immense 
force behind them, treating blocks1 of 
stone and heavy timbers as playthings, 
smashing like match sticks apparently 
the most substantial obstacles. 
During one storm in the Solent, near 
Hurst castle, the waves exerted such 
force ninety feet below the surface 
that stones weighing .‘KH) pounds or 
more were torn from their resting 
places and hurled on the beach, to­ 
gether with heavy masses of seaweed 
attached to them. 
It is In th e deep ocean where the 
storm-wave is seen In its full m a j e s t y . 
Forty, fifty and even sixty feet is the 
height to which thy billows of the At­ 
lantic, 
the 
Indian 
ocean, 
and 
the 
Southern will rise In times of tempest. 
In pre-stoam days a British man-of- 
war encountered un unusually heavy 
gale of wind Just outside the Bay of 
Biscay. 
Between two seas her storm 
trysails were totally becalmed, while 
the crest of each sea was above the 
level of the center of her umlnyurd. 
The malnyard was sixty feet above the 
water-line. 
The water from a wave—as distinct 
from the body of tile wave itself- has 
been known to do serious damage to 
vessels of great height above the deck. 
One notable instance of the kind w a s 
tin* smashing of the port lifeboat of a 
Hamburg-American 
liner, 
lashed

the bridge deck eighty feet above tilt* 
b caline. 
Giant storm-waves of the ocean have 
an average speed of rather more than 
forty miles an hour.

Tile velocity of the storm-wind in 
the Atlantic is frequently several mites 
an hour greater titan tile velocity of 
the wave. This results in a good deal 
of spraying, which, in 
very severe 
weather, sometimes seriously thickens 
and obscures tile air. 
At the seaside in summer we may 
sometimes see spraying caused by a 
stiff b r e e z e blowing against un advanc­ 
ing wavelet. 
Daring a gale on the British coast it 
will be n o ti c e d that the waves begin 
to break a long way out. 
That Is b e ­ 
c a u s e these 
w a v e s , being lug ones, 
touch bottom the sooner. Their lower 
part m o v e s forward at its old speed. 
The result 
Is that the upper part 
curls over and breaks. 
in very d e e p water a giant wave lins 
been known toMoueh bottom and stir 
Up Ila* line sand there ut a depth of 
1,200 feet. 
tin a fine autumn day we may some­ 
times s(>e ti procession ut big “ground* 
swells’’ coming shoreward and break­ 
ing on the betoil with the boom of dis­ 
tant thunder. They represent the dis­ 
turbance of the sea caused by a storm 
far out to sea. 
By closely observing 
tlie direction from which these swells 
come one can form an Idea of where 
the storm is situated.
